But, depending on what is 
finally settled with the county 
assessments, the increase could 








mean about $30,000 for Grass- 
Lake school. Also; the increase 
will qualify the school for full 
state funding af a maximum of 
25 percent a year.. 

Because county assessment 
percentages have been chal- 
lenged, Hart said, "it looks very 
bleak as far as getting any tax 
money prior to September or 
October/Until then we will have 
to, meet our obligations with 



very little money coming in." 

But the future looks better for 
Grass Lake school, which has 
seen its enrollment grow from 
222 to 320 in the last eight years 
while the educational fund rate 
stayed at $1.04. 

Hart called the referendum 
victory "a total community 
effort." 

"We had £ a V number of 
school^oriented groups working 



with us," he said. "The board 
of education, the PTO, the 
teachers and students all 
promoted the issue. And we 
had a number of people 
involved within the various 
subdivisions, making personal 
contacts, and answering ques- 
tions." 

"We're collectively and indi- 
vidually going to do everything 
we can to warrant the support 
that was shown," Hart said.

- For sustained driving at 
high legal speeds, increase 
inflation pressure four pounds 
over the amount -normally 
carried in the tires. But don't 
ever exceed the maximum 
allowable air pressure marked 
on, the sidewalls.
